WHEN ON THE TROLLEY. 


Expert AdTic-0 For Tluue Who Travel on 


the Klwitric Cars. 


For thu boueflt of those \vho trav- 


el on alectric ca rathe foiiowiai; ia 
given aa advice from experts in that 
wonderful po\\-or: There are fonr 
things that are sure to oocnr to the 
electrical equipment of a street rail- 
•way with a certain degree of regu- 
larity—the melting of fuse metals. 
Hie burning out of motors, ta« barn- 
ing of tho ias-alarion of wires under 
tho floors or on tlio roofs of cars and 
tlio broakiiig anil molting of trolley 
\vires. They have often caused a 
needless panic, resulting iri serious 
injury to some of tho passengers. 
The fuse metal would not perform 
its proper f auction if it did not melt 
at the proper time and thus pre- 
vent a burning oat of the motor. 
They of ten ruolt without any notice- 
able effect, but there are times when 
they vaporiza with a vivid flash and 
loud report, but no injury can corne 
to tho passengers if they remain in 
';heir places. 


As yet there is no ineana of effec- 


tually preventing tho burning ont?b£ 
eleotric motors, which will occur at 
times on tho best regulated street 
railroads. When this happens, it -will 
not cause the slightest injury to pas- 
sengers who will remain quietly on 
the car until it stops. Tho effect pro- 
duced may bo somewhat startling at 
times to tho great majority of peo- 
)luvrho rida on the oars and prompt 
;hoin to seek safety in precipitate 
light from seeming danger. This 
las often resultod in personal injury 
:o thoso who do so without stopping 
o think of the conseqtinup.es. 


All insulated covering used for 


iluctrical conductors is perishable, 
nd its failure at times is to bo ex- 
pected, as tho materials used for this 
puryosn are inflammable. For vari- 
ous reasons not nocussary to enu- 
merate the covering on tho electric 
wires in street cars takes fire and 
btirns, but. not rapidly, and as H 
rule tho other portions of* the car 
are seldom damaged. Hero again 
there is no danger to the people on 
tho car if they wait until it stops 
and then leave it quietly. 


The trolley wires will and do 


break, but in doing so they will not 
iBjuro those jjcrsons who remain in. 
thoir seats. If it is necessary to 
leave tho car, do it leisurely and 
quietly. The broken trolley wire 
will not injure any one who does not 
touch it.—Boston Transcript. .

a correspondent of Knrul New Yorker 
and anthc-nty for the following: 


For blanching the early crop the use 


of boards is preferred to that of earth. 
Celery intended for the winter markets 
is not UTiially blanched before storing, 
though it is well to hill it up slightly 
to straighten up the leaves and make 
the plants compact. That intended for 
late fall use will, of course, nc-ed some 
attention, as from four or sis weeks 
are required to blanch the later crop. 
Boards are seldom employed in blanch- 
ing this late crop. 


On well drained soil the plants may 


be left in the rows till the last of No- 
vember. If the plants are.woll banked, 
a little freezing of the tips of the leaves 
will do uo harm. The mistake of apply- 
ing winter protection too early is often 
made, thus injuring the crop by keeping 
it too warm. 


For winter storage the method in 


some celery growing districts is, on well 
drained soils, to make beds of four to 
six douLlu rows of plants with a wall of 
earth 
between—in 
effect a series of 


nlk'l trenches ou the surface of t 


ground. Bank up on the outside till tho 
tip-; of the leaves just show above the 
surface of the bed. Leave the bed in this 


i condition till hard freezing begins; then 


throw two or three inche« of soil over 
the surface. Let this1 soil freeze, hard 
before applying litter and never appiy 
he.i\y co\eriiig at the. first approach of 
cold vt oatiior. The secret of success in 
the winter storage of celery is to keep 
ir cool. As severe winter ^t-iiliicr^ 
pre.ich"3 tho covering of litter may be 
increased unless there should be a fall 
of snow. To open the beds take the lit- 
ter off from one eud, break the crust of 
soil with a picfcas and remove any de- 
sis cd amount of tho celery, then cure- 
fully replace tho covering. This plan 
has the merit ot cheapness, and for hold- 
ing plants throxieh tho winter is pref- 
erable to pit or cellar. 


The treatment of celery stored in 


trenches varies. In gi neral, however, it 
is best to have the trenches only wide 
enough for two or three rows of plants; 
otherwise there will bo loss from heat- 
ing A single board is laid over the top 
of the much, or in some cases two 
board<; are tmr together, forming a span 
roof. As cold weather come1; on, soil 
and litt?r are thrown over the out'ide of 
the boards. It is seldom advisable to 
place leaves arid litter inside of the 
Board-3 uesr to the plants, not only bf- 
cau.se of the heat, but 
because. tii;~ 


forms a convenient nesting plan; fur 
i-its an,I aiiL-v. If ih<- irop is TO be dis- 
p"=od of as early as January, it may 
w ell be stored ia ;\ cool cellar or pit.

As far as possible the air in the shed 


during tho whole curing process sht-.il1 
be kept in tnch condition that the to- 
bacco will never become quite dry aud 
brittle. It should never crumble whu: 
handled. To this eud, after the first two 
weeks following the hanging, the aheds 
should be kept tightly closed during dry 
weather, and if opened it should be nt 
night or for awhile upon dump and misty 
days. If the buildings are kept closo, 
the great amount cf moisture evaporat- 
ed from the tobacco will keep the air 
sufficiently damp even in dry weather. 


The second principle is to keep the air 


in the shed from excessive dampness, 
which, with heat, causes a. destructive 
fermentation, or rotting, which is entire- 
ly different from the fermentation of 
the curing process. For this reason the 
building should be kept well opened 
and ventil?ted the first week or two aft- 
er Hanging, thac the fresh currents of 
air may carry oft the large amount of 
moisture evaporating from the tobacco 
and also check any tendency to excess* 
ive heating. During the whole tim" of 
curing, after any protracted time of 
damp or warm, muggy weather, the 
sheds should be opened until the tobac- 
co is partially dried off. To c.trry cut 
both these principles the shed should 
be so constructed as to permit cf it" be- j 
ing tightly closed and al-;o of its being j 
opened 
and 
thoroughly 
ventilated. 


Light should be carefully excluded dur- 
ing the coring process, especially in its 
later stages, as it is found that strong 
light has an injurious effect upon the 
color of the leaf. 


The tobacco barn is commonly ven- 


tilated by opening door? running the 
full lemrth of the sides. Jacob Zimmer, 
an authority on this crop in the Miami 
valley, says a better plan is to have the 
tobacco bam as airtight as possible by 
nailing sfe-'ps over all cracks, except 
to cut away six inches lengthwise at 
bottom to admis fresh air and leave an 
opuu space at top under the eaves, thus 
providing constant circulation of air.
